Chairmen Made During 
Meeting Monday 





Outstanding among the various 
splendid reports made during the 
meeting of the Auxiliary of San 
Antonio Community hospital held 
Monday afternoon in the hos- 
pital library, was the announce- 
ment by Mrs. Earl H. Johnson that 
the unique financial campaign con- 
ducted by the baby brigade has 
thus far brought in a total of 
$717.50 to the sick baby fund and 
more contributions are coming in. 
As general of the army, Mrs. John- 
son enlisted a certain number of 
captains, who in turn enrolled a 
larger number of lieutenants, and 
they in turn secured scores of 
privates, each of these volunteers 
contributing certain amounts to 
the sick baby fund. 

The money is used entirely to 
supply medical attention and hos- 
pitalization for sick babies who 
otherwise could not have such 
care, and Mrs. Johnson is highly 
gratified with the results of her 
campaign. 

The meeting, the first business 
session held since May, opened at 
3 o'clock with Mrs. Sanford Bal- 
lou, president, presiding, and roll 
call showed 17 organizations rep- 
resented. 

This was the day for the an- 
nual canned fruit shower and 172 
quarts of fruit and 8 jars of jam 
were received. 

Mrs. J. F. Grass, Jr., gave a re- 
port of the silver tea held early 
in the fall at the Drew home, when 
$31.65 was taken in and a gift of 
$50 brought the total to $81.65. 

The report of the treasurer, M's. 
Harold Latimer, showed the bal- 
ance on hand in the general fund 
to be $251.73, and the balance in 
the infantile paralysis fund, 
$128.21. 

Mrs. R. R. Harrington, chair- 
man of the free bed fund, report- 
ed that since May five persons 
have been cared for at a total 
cost of $240.32, and $29 has been 
repaid. A gift of $11.60 was re- 
ceived from the Lions club and 
the interest accumulated by the 
trust fund places the balance on 
hand at $412.42. 

Hospital sewing has been done 
since May by 94 women of 16 or- 
ganizations, who put in 244 hours 
of work, it was shown in the re- 
port made by Mrs. John Scott of 
Mrs. Scott stated the 
work had hardly slackened even 
during the hottest summer weath- 
er. 
Miss Jane Chandler, chairman of 
the ‘surgical dressings committee, 
reported that since May a total of 
20,750 dressings had been made. 

Mrs. Clyde Duncan gave the 
membership report, showing 17 or- 
ganizations represented, 66 cash 
members and 158 service and dona- 
tion members, making a total of 
224. 

The Auxiliary decided to pro- 
vide the Thanksgiving turkey for 
the hospital patients and nurses.

Wind- 
shield of the car was shattered. 
Only clew to the car are pieces of 
the glass.
